The Soviet government announced on Feb. 15 the 
arrest of Anna Louise Strong, United States journalist. 
The charge was espionage, although her record pointed 
rather to sympathy for the Soviet state. She had lived 
in Moscow for.many years and she was on friendly terms 
with many Soviet leaders. She was the founder and 
associate editor of ‘‘The Moscow Daily News,'’ an English- 
language newspaper. 

These articles by Miss Strong give a first-hand account 
of Soviet police-state methods. Hers is the only personal 
account of life in Lubianka prison ever written by an 
American.—Editor.

For three years, India’s com- 
plaint about, treatment of Indians 
in the Union has been before 
the United Nations.
